Boston, July 15.—The mystery of the 


Hotel Touraine jewels, as told by The 
Post, has beeu solved. 
A bellboy, who 


was charged with the stealing, disap- 
peared on Friday, the day of the theft, 
though the two rings stolen have been 
recovered. They are now awaiting the 
fair claimant's return from Bar Harbor. 


The rings, valuable because they form 


mementoes of the strangest religion un- 
der the sun, the Zoroastrian flre wor- 
shipers, are the property of Miss Natalie 
Barney, a society belle of Washington, 
New York and Bar Harbor. Her con- 
version to the Parseeau faith forms a 
mystical, quaint and curious story, in- 
volving a life-long vow of this member 
of one of America's most distinguished 
families. 


Strange is the story told of Natalie 


Barney; bow the most strenuous efforts 
were put forth to recover the gems be- 
cause of their priceless value; how a so- 
ciety girl declared that she would give 
half her fortune to recover them. 


Miss Barney is tbe daughter of Al- 


bert C. Barney, a millionaire ten times 
over, and a leader of exclusive society. 


A year ago came Miss Barney's con- 


version to the mythical religion, and she 
has faithfully kept the vows tben taken 
before the altar. 
While travelling 


through Persia, Miss Barney met with 
an accident which threatened to deprive 
her forever of the use of her lower 
limbs. 
For a month she lay cooped up 


in a little roadside tavern, with seem- 
ingly no recovery from her maimed con- 
dition. 


While there she found opportunity to 


rnake a study of the Zoroastrian Bible, 
the Zendavesta, 
She was charmed by 


the curious mystisism of the olden re- 
ligion, and begged the priests to teach 
her the innermost secrets of their belief. 


They willingly did so, finding Miss 


Barney n n earnest student. Under their 
guidance the society girl grew more 
infatuated with the curious faith. 
Thenceforth the current 
of her life 


changed, and the society girl became 
a Parsee maiden. 


Bowing at the rising and the setting 


of the.sun, pouring out libations at the 
foot of the sacred altar, whereon burns 
the sacred symbol of life—these com- 
bined the dally tenents fulfilled by the 
fair convert. 


With the fervor of the faith came her 


recovery from the injury. 
Lame be- 


fore, she walked as erect and as straight 
as a soldier. 


With difficulty she was recalled from 


Persia by her parents. Back to Paris, 
where she had been the Idol of the 
American colony, she came, but only to 
announce that she was forever a con- 
vert to the Zoroastrian creed. 
Then 


she forsook the social set to give her 
time to her new religion. 


She made trips back to Persia before 


sailing for her American home, and 
brought back with her a wealth of sym- 
bols and insignia—parts of her strange 
cult. 


Among the symbols were the two 


rings which formed the basis of the 
theft which impelled the Hotel Tonraine 
management and the Boston police to 
their most strenouos efforts. 


One, an emerald, whose intrinsic value' 


Is priceless and whose commercial value 
Is reckoned in the estimate of the police" 
at $800, Is strangely 
and curiously 


wrought. 


The other is a band ring, a clrele of 


mystical letters, surrounding which re- 
late to the Persian creed. Ou the upper 
eurface of the ring is a curious design. 
A piercing eye, set in diamonds and a 
Persian stone of ebony hue give a wierd, 
gruesome appearance to the jewel. 


So distinct is it that in the darkness 


the eye shines ont like a gleaming star. 
What relation the gem bore to Miss 
Barney's religion she would not divulge 
to those at work on the mystery of the 
theft. 
AH she wanted was to get them 


back, and she would spend any amount 
of money In their recovery. 


Two inspectors were detailed on the 


case with but scant evidence to work 
on. 
This was Friday night. 
Yester- 


day the inspectors had the trail of the 
thief. 


Tbe rings were taken from Miss Bar- 


ney's jewel case by the bellboy, who was 
at work in tbe room on Friday after- 
noon. 
Shortly after the theft he had 


cccasion to go outside the hotel, and iu 
his fear of detection, he gave (he gems 
to an acquaintance, asking him to keep 
them for him. 


Seeing the story In yesterday's Post, 


and thinking the property in bis posses- 
sion was the stolen goods, the friend 
went to Chief Watt's ofllce, told him 
the story and turned over the gems.

ISLAND IN THE JACK POT. 


It I* Now a P*it of Minneapolis and 


!•'Worth Mirny Fortune*. 


At one of the most interesting games of 


poker ever played in Minneapolis Nicollet 
island was put in the jack pot by a man 
who thought he understood the game, 
but found there were others who under- 
stood it better. In 1S46 Pierre Bottineau 
took up a claim on the spot where St. Panl 
now stands. A year later- be traded it 
for a horse and cow, which he drove 
away into the wilderness, never dreaming 
that the land he'had almost given away 
would in ft few years be the site of a 
great city. For a smal sum he purchased 
a large portion of what is now the busi- 
ness part of \JiinieapoIi3 and put up a 
log cabin, in a little mound in the center 
of Nicollet island. 


Hnlf a dozen of the old settlers, Bot- 


Uneau among them, had a little poker 
club. One evening tbe btakes kept grow- 
ing larger and larger until every jack pot 
contained a small fortune. Mr. Bottineau 
had been losing heavily, but at last he 
was dealt a band upor which he hoped to 
regain bis losses and win somethinu be- 
sides. He was given four queens and, 
drawing one card, secured an ace, leaving 
four kings as the only hand by which be 
could be beaten. He thought he saw one 
of the players discard a king, and he con- 
sidered his hand invincible and played it 
accordingly. Soon all but Bottineau and 
the man opposite him dropped their cards 
and retired to watch the game. The ta- 
ble was heaped with money and the per- 
sonal belongings of the two men. 


Tbe flickering light of the candle shone 


dimly on the flushed faces as they watch- 
ed each other waribr out of the corners of 
their eyes. All of Bottineau's possessions 
lay on the table, and it was his bet. He 
looked at his hand carefully and then 
said that all he had loft was Nicollet is- 
land, which he would bet against $200. 
The bet was called, and Bottineau laid 
down his four queens with a smile of tri- 
umph. Amid a dead silence his opponent 
iuid on the table, face np, four kings and 
a tray. It was so stifl you could bnve 
heard them breathe. Then Bottiueau 
called for writing materials and made out 
a deed to the island. From that day he 
never touched a card or countenanced 
gambling in any form. 


After drifting aronn4 the country he 


went to Red Lake Falls aud took up a 
claim and remained there until tbe time 
of his death. 
He was employed as a 


guide and scout and was one of the prin- 
cipal member* of tbe Sibley expedition. 
He knew every foot of the northwest 
country, having traversed it ever since he 
was 10 years old, when he guided Lord 
Selkirk's colonists from old Fort Garry. 
When he died, the last of tbe o!d time 
Canadian voyagers and guides, who were 
such an important factor in the upbuild- 
ing of the northwest, passed away.—Al- 
bany Telegram.

General Likely to Be Recalled 


London, July 15.—The war office has 


received the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Pretoria: 


"Broad wood's brigade surprised Reltz, 


capturing Stern's brother and others. 
Bteyu himself escaped in his shirt- 
sleeves, with one other man only. The 
Bo-called 'Orange River government* 
and papers were cjif/tnrc<l." 


Lord Kitchener also reports that 


Bcheeper's commando burned tbe public 
buildings in Murraysbnrg, Cape Col- 
ony, and some farm houses in the vi- 
Eiulty. 


According to further advices 
from 


Lord Kitchener, the columns tinder Col- 
onel Featherstone and Colonel filxon 
have reached Zeerust, Western Trans- 
vaal. 
They met with opposition and 


made some captures. 
The British cas- 


ualties weer one officer killed and three 
officers and 24 men wounded. 


General Broadwood, says a dlsfiatch 


to The Daily News from Bloemfontein, 
surprised Reitz due east of Llndley at 
djiwn on July 11. He took 29 prisoners, 
Including General A. P. Clonwe and 
General Wessels. Commandant Dwaal, 
First Coronet Piet Steyn (President 
Bteyn's brother). Thomas Brain, secre- 
tary of the government, and Roches De 
Villiers, secretary to the council. Pres- 
ident Steyn himself fled without coat 
or boots. General De Wet is believed 
to have been present. 


The Vlakfontein incident has come 


near to spelling "Waterloo" for the gov- 
ernment. 
An apparently unimportant 


Incident, the censorship of one news- 
paper dispatch, has had the effect of 
crystallizing all the widely differing 
sorts of public dissatisfaction concern- 
ing the conduct of the war In South 
Africa. 
This dissatisfaction has long 


been pent up, and now finds free vent, 
•trangely enough, not through the col- 
umns of the opposition newspapers, but 
In the government journals. 


For months past the public belief and 


icimiration of Lord Kitchener has been 
waning; now he is openly and severely 
criticized. 
A rumor, which cannot be 


substantiated, is current that he will 
shortly be succeeded in command of the 
British forces in South Africa by Gen- 
eral Sir Bindon Blood, who has been 
operating in eastern Transvaal. Should 
this change occur, it would probably ba 
chiefly due to tbe differences of opinion 
existing between Lord Milncr of Capa 
Town and Lord Kitchener, and it would 
be announced in the form of a promo- 
tion, accompanied by the statement that 
the operations in South Africa no longer 
Justified the presence there of an officer 
of the seniority of Lord Kitchener. 


There te little doubt but that Lords 


Milner aud Kitchener have had several 
disagreements, and the high commis- 
sioner does not want to return to South 
Africa as long as the hard, high-handed 
general, Kitchener, remains in control 
there. 


Officials of the war office are more 


worried now than at any previous time 
during the war and they arc- working 
strenuously to atone for and explain the 
mistakes. 
Tb° incident has awakened 


in the public mind an eagerness, most 
unfortunate for the government, to 
know the details of operations and an 
ever-increasing dissatisfaction with tbe 
progress of British arms in South Africa, 


Prominent members of the Conserva- 


tive party believe that If their party 
had to go to the country now it would 
be defeated, provided a semblance of 
opposition could be mustered. In this 
connection, there is some talk of the 
poss/bility of a new Liberal organiza- 
tion, consisting of a combination of the 
old Liberal Unionists and the Liberal 
Imperialists, many of whom would like 
to see a cabinet including Lord Rose- 
bery, the Duke of Devonshire (president 
of the council), Joseph Chamberlain 
(uolonial secretary), and H. H. Asquith 
(leader of 
the Liberal Imperialists) 


which some men believe may eventually 
be feasible.

THE BTEKIi HTBIKB 


Unless the unexpected has happen- 


ied the great steel strike is now on. 
The conferences between the Amalga- 
mated ' association of steel and tin 
workers and officers 'of the steel mills 
have ended without a. settlement. It 
was Saturday evening at 6 o'clock 
that the end of negotiations came. It 
came on motion of the union leaders, 
who moved to adjourn seeing that no 
Agreement could be reached. 
After 


many hours talking in several sessions 
b»th sides to the controversy were as 
firm as at first. The steel men looked 
for a compromise, but the labor lead- 
ers would not bend. The steel men 
bffered to sign the scale at first re- 
fused, but the labor leaders would ac- 
cept nothing except the signing of a 
scale for al! of the mills. To this the 
eteel men declined to agree, makin- 
the argument that in some of their 
mills the labor 
association had no 


members and that the employers were 
not going to force the non-union men 
to accept union condit'ons or to become 
unionized. As this was Just exactly 
\vhat the labor leaders wanted the ar- 
gument had no effect. So the confer- 
ences ended without much good hav- 
ing come from them, and President 
Schafer of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion, at once ordered a general strike. 
The order was that all union men be 
notified that a strike would be on, 
Jtfonday, July 15. It is expected that 
the men employed In the mills who be- 
long to the American Federation of 
labor w* 1 5oin In the strike with the 
' Amalgamated association. The com- 
putation is that dome 60,000 or 80,000 
men will at once respond to the call 
. and that almtost all the mills of the 
great steel combine, except the Car- 
negie mills, wlii in a, short time be 
•hot flown by the movement. No union 
ha* any Influence over the Carnegie 
mills, that Influence ending with the 
"Homestead riots." If the strike gets 
fairly under way it Is likely to last a 
lone time. The steel men appear to be 


1 determined. They say it la up to the 


Amalgamated association and that 
there IB nothing for them to do but let 
Che association take its course and 
meet conditions aa they arise. The 
men are apparently quite ready for 
the strike. They have be*n earning 
more money then ever before and are 
In good Shape to Us Idle for a while. 
There "a little in the situation that 
J» encouraging. A lab'or war of far- 
reaching effect seems to- be on. The 
.Whole industrial world will feel it if 
It be prolonged.

That 
was to be expected, but the churches, 
'the library, the town, ere most muni- 
ficently taken care of by the summer 
residents. Our town library is most 
bountifully helped, and with its in- 


' erecting stores of the tost literature 


(14,000 volumes), almost entirely made 
possible by the generous contributions 
t»t those who own estates here, the 
average or culture has progressed by 
leaps cjid bounds. 


"The only danger to the town from 


the presence of great wealth is that of 
a proletariat, or the development of a 
begging spirit and a lack of self-re- 
spect on the part of the beneficiary. 
That is the town's fault. 


'The character and manners1 of an 


aristocracy are usually those of great 
simplicity. America knows no aris- 
tocracy, wants nt>ne, and yet it has an 
affluent clems, and my observation of 
it has taught me that It rarely forgets 
the democracy out of which it has 
sprung. Its sympathies are with the 
people, its ministries are countless, its 
life is slm-le. dignified, worthy. Such 
a class cap only be an Inspiration to 
right living anywhere." 


A town like Lenox is In a class by 


itself. 
It may, perhaps, ba looked 


upon CJB a New England 
town 
to 


which visitors come, but it may more 
accurately be regarded as the summer 
home of wealthy strangers. A town 
which becomes, as nearly as It is pos- 
sible for a town to become, the sum- 
mer home of wealthy strangers we 
must cease to regard as a New Eng- 
land to\vn In the acceptance of the 
term. Williamstc-wn serves to illus- 
trate our meaning. Many persons of 
amole means spend their summers Sn 
Williamstown, but the number is not 
sufficient 
to materially change, the 


town's character. Its activities and 
sources of income and support remain 
practically the same. The presence of 
the coi'ege does not inteifere with this 
statement. 


It all depends upon the ideal set for 


your New England towns whether the 
summe- visitor in great numbers is 
helpful or harmful. The summer vis- 
itor In moderate numbers Is a decided 
help. The result is more money, broad 
er life, finer tastes and a veo-y percept- 
ible general betterment of the com- 
munity without any 
impairment of 


its New England •sturdinesa of inde- 
pendence and other most desirable 
qualities. But the wealthy 
summer 


visitor to the point of saturation or 
overflowing can hardly be looked upon 
as a blessing. Supposing it were pos- 
sible to make a Lenox out of every 
New England town what would be- 
come 'of New England? The generous- 
ly supplied libraries and the munlfl- 
ciently cared for churches that would 
dot the land would be nothing but 
monuments to a. departed self- respect 
and independence. "The only danger 
to the town from the 
presence of 


great wealth" says Kev. Mr. Mallary. 
speaking of Lenox, "is that of a pro- 
litariat, or the development of a beg- 
ging spirit and a lack of self-respect in 
the part of the beneficiary. That is 
the town's fault." We agree with Kev 
Mr. Mallary as to the danger, but we 
disagree with him as to where the 
fault lies. No town can withstand the 
presence Of great and lavisn wealth, 
and the- defect is in human nature and 
n°t at all confined to Lenox. There is 


[not a community on the face of the 
earth that is not ready to accept a lot 
for nothing though after the accept- 
ance a community of respectable pau- 
pers is all that Is eft. 


This is not desirable. The develop- 


ment of a proletariat is something to 
be shunned. "Proletariat" is an ug«y 
word to hear in New England in des- 
cription of the condition of a New 
England town. 


A lot of undesirable advertising is 


now in store for Berkshire county. 
The Fosburgh trial is at hand. The ele- 
ment of mystery in this case makes 
it of general interest. And so the pro- 
ceedings of the trial will be widely 
published. Besides a good deal of un- 
due sensationalism has been attached 
to the affair because of certain loud 
methods.

stlil. It may seem strange to the 
public, but the amount of Jealousy and 
queer conduct that a case like the 
Fosburgh ca*) will cause in police cir- 
cles exceeds that which attends the 
election of officers of a woman's BO- 
cletv.

Played on Prani Licet. 


The famous pianist and composer Franz 


Liszt was once made the victim of a good 
practical joke. 


It happened in Borne at the house of a 


certain princess who had invited a num- 
ber of guests to meet Liszt and assured 
them that they should have an opportuni- 
ty of enjoying his playing. The princess 
was well acquainted with two of Liszt's 
peculiarities. He was so passionately 
fond of playing that it was difficult for 
him to keep bis fingers away from tbe 
keys; bat, nevertheless, like many other 
pianists, he expected to be urgently en- 
treated and coaxed before he would con- 
descend to perform. 


On this occasion his hostess was deter* 


mined to make him play without a word 
of entreaty. It was agreed by the- whole 
company not only that Liszt should not 
be asked to play, but that the subject of 
music should not be mentioned. Tbe piano 
was even closed and locked and tbe key 
hidden. Liszt came and soon saw that be 
was not to conquer. Bis usual triumphant 
expression vanished aa he perceived }hat 
for once he was not apparently regarded 
as tho lion of the hour. 


Not a word was spoken of music, and 


Liszt became visibly uneasy in mind. As 
the evening wot* on he grew more and 
more excited. That his fingers were itch- 
ing with tbe desire to play was obvious to 
all, but nobody helped him out At last, 
when he could stand the strain no longer, 
he took advantage of a lull in the conver- 
sation, seated himself unbidden at tbe 
piano and attempted to raise the lid. 


The laughter and applause that follow- 


ed tbe unsuccessful attempt showed Liszt 
that he was the victim of a conspiracy. 
Bat bis love for playing was too strong 
for his resentment. The key was brought 
and Liszt played, to the delight of his en- 
raptured audience.

Flagg's livery furnished the 


tIKE TO GO TO FUNERALS. 


Won** Wl>« Attend All tbe Mort«- 


•ry tervlces TUey CM. 


Undertakers say that hundreds of peo- 


ple make a practice of going around from 
church to church to attend the various 
funeral: services. It is a uotioii of recent 
growth, but is becoming very popular. 


The special attraction in the case of 


Catholic churches is said to be the fine 
music which usually attends the celebra- 
tion of a solemn high mass for the repose 
Of the soul of the dead. Whore the serv- 
ices of more titan two clergymen are em- 
ployed the attraction is all the greater, 
the undertakers soy. 


"It is rapidly becoming the popular 


thing," said one of the latter. "I thought 
it odd at brst and wondered how it was 
that the same faces were to be seen at go 
many church funerals. I made inquiries 
and learned that a number of women 
make it a rule to scan the death columns 
every morning to pick out what promises 
to be a fashionable funeral service. 


"Some of them go over to Brooklyn and 


Jersey even to satisfy their craving for 
ponjp and sweet music. The mere fact 
that in many church funerals a card of 
admission is required does not seem to 
keep them away either. The sexton of 
one of the biggest churches on Fifth ave- 
nue told me that be knew more than 500 
women who make a practice of attend- 
ing chnrch funerals. He added that it 
wonld be impossible almost to drag these 
same women to a church wedding. There 
is something so magnetic in church funer- 
als as to be simply irresistible to them. 
Why it is so I can't sny.'' 


The pastor of one of the biggest church- 


es in Brooklyn was asked to give an opin- 
ion as to the influence which induces wo- 
men to attend church funerals indiscrimi- 
nately, and he replied that it was a weak- 
ness to see and be seen rather than any 
desire to listen to the organ and the choir 
during service. 


"I have noticed," said this clergyman, 


"that some of these women attire them- 
selves in mourning whenever they attend 
services of this kind, regardless of the 
fact that they may have had no acquaint- 
ance with the deceased or his family. I 
have seen these women in the most gaudy 
frocks in the afternoon after the funeral 
services in tbe morning. It is just a wo- 
man's idea about keeping her mind amus- 
ed, I suppose, though I must say it Is 
stretching the imagination a long way. 
Hundreds now go to church funerals five 
or more times a week, and it is my candid 
opinion that they could not be dragged to 
church for any other purpose."—New 
York Sun.

9^ inches long and 9 inches round. They 
were brought from the plantation of an 
Indian, who traveled with the bunch on 
his back and held to his head by a leather 
strap. He crossed the Chiquilla river five 
times, and bis price for this buach was 10 
cents iu our money. 


"Our custom was to ect raw when ripe 


or fry them. Our cook's way of prepar- 
ing them was to roll tbeffi in flour so as 
to avoid their sticking to the pan."

The story of the'killinir of Miss May 


I/. Fosburgh on. the morning of August 
20, 1899, and the arrest Of her 1.-other. 
Hobert Stewart Fosbut-?, charged with 
the crime January 2i of this year is 
familiar to local read^3. 
Memories 


will be lefreshed however, by a briot 
review of,the affair. 


On Monday morning, August 20, the 


city of Vittsfield and -ais entire -pglon 
were shocked at hearing that burglars 
bar entered tjje Fosburph house and 
murdered Miss May Fosbursrh in an fit 
tempt to escape. The story of the shoot 
Ing as told by the family is as follows: 


About 1.30 o'clock that morning- R. L. 


Fosburgh, 
father of the 
murdered 


girl, was awakened by tha sudden ao- 
pearance ofa'Hithted match held by 
a strange man in his room. Immedi- 
ately Mr. Fosburgh grappled wtih the 
fellow and knocked tte revolver from 
his hand and under Mje bed. He was 
giving the man a good deal of trouble 
when a second masked man. appeared 
with a sand-bag striking the elder Fos- 
burgh on the head which caused him to 
lose his bold. 


At this Juncture Robert Stewart Fes 


burgh, the son, hearing the trouble, 
rushed <"u't of his room 
through 
the 


apartment occupied by his sisters and 
Into a little hallway the scene of the 
struggle. 
He grappled with the bur- 


glar who had first asauHed the father 
and was giving him battle when the 
second man, finding his 
companion 


likely to be overpowered, struck the 
young man'" & telling blow with 
fhe 


sand-bag which ha^ been used on the 
father 


At this instant Miss May L. FOS - 


burgh hearing this disturban.ee came 
to the rescue of her father and brother, 
if possible, and evidently standing in 
the doorway received the shot which 
toolc her life a, few moments later. 


Evidently there were three men In 


the affair—owe on tho watch-- but i 
mediately after the firing of the fatal 
shot the two men most oonsnicuous 
in the tragedy

FOREIGN CREWS AT HENLEY 


t,ebmann Says Regatta !• Being Di- 


verted From It» Primary Object. 
Mr. R. G. Lcbmann, editor of the 


London Dally News and a well known 
oarsman, who formerly acted as coach 
for the Harvard crew, has written to 
the London Times concurring in the 
protest lately raised by the Rev. Ed- 
mond Warre, head master of Eton, and 
others against allowing the Henley re- 
gatta to develop into an international 
championship meeting. He says that 
all the rowing men with whom be has 
spoken on the subject view such a de- 
velopment with dismay. 


Tbe regatta was founded for oarsmen 


of the United Kingdom alone, and 
opening it to foreigners divert* it from 
Its primary objects. He adds: "All in- 
ternational athletic competitions are 
delicate and dangerous matters and are 
apt to produce 111 will rather than to 
foster harmony. If we are to be faced 
year by year with a foreign crew train- 
ed for a prolonged period with the sole 
object of competing at Henley, we shall 
have to revise oar methods and shall be 
forced In view of tbe international is- 
sues involved to make rowing a serious 
business Instead of an amusement, 


''Thus our rowing would tend to be- 


come professionalized, 
and 
Henley 


would lose all its charm in the atmos- 
phere of overstrained and unhealthy 
excitement produced by an Internation- 
al competition. The sentiment of Eng- 
lish rowing men Is strongly opposed to 
taking part in such foreign adventures 
as have been proposed to them by the 
promoters of regattas either in Ameri- 
ca or on the continent of Europe. Home- 
times it may be that a challenge from 
American oarsmen will have to be ac- 
cepted in spite of our natural reluc- 
tance. All we now ask is that fhe Heu- 
ley regatta snail not be the meeting 
place."

constantly by three-- swift gunboats 
heavily armed and adequately manned. 
A battalion of theWarwickshire regi- 
ment of Infantry—real "Tommy At- 
Jtinsea"—garrisoned the model camp 
and patrolled the trocbas on 60 foot In- 
terval posts. The nearest land ia Ham- 
ilton harbor docks, across the bay, 
three miles distant The marvelously 
clear blue waters of the gulf stream 
are of ideal temperature for swimming, 
but infested by sharks, those tigers of 
the sea which ocean faring men fear 
Worse than death ha any other guise. 


Yet this boy—he is only 24—as igno- 


rant of the art of swimming as apy lad 
born and reared in the interior of Kan- 
sas, found it in his heart, under the Im- 
pulse of a desire to regain his liberty, 
to essay the task of swimming across 
that widespread bay on the forlorn 
chance of boarding a steamer tied up 
at the Hamilton wharf, bound, be had 
heard, for free America. He succeed- 
ed, climbed aboard the Trinidad while 
the deck patrol was not watching and 
secreted himself In the starboard coal 
bunkers until the ship got fairly to eea, 
Tbe detailed story of his daredevil ad- 
venture is best told by himself. 


"The moment I landed on Darrell's 


Island in Bermuda I determined to es- 
cape. We had food enough and good 
food, as we had in all camps, but I 
wanted freedom. We were allowed 
each night to ewim in the bay until 10 
o'clock under tbe eyes of guards and 
the searchlights of warships in the 
bay. I platted some slender twigs and 
branches to look like a small bush and 
asked a prisoner to sneak it "down to 
the water for me. He promised, but 
lost courage. I took it myself last Fri- 
day night (July 5) under my jacket Just 
at dusk. 


"At the beach were hundreds un- 


dressing, and I was not noticed among 
BO many. 
I undressed quietly and 


placed my clothes, just enough to cover 
me, Into a small bag I had. Then I 
slipped into the water, waded to my 
armpits and put the plait of branches 
on my head, I slipped along the shore 
and gradually in the dusk edged away 
from the other bathers. I knew little 
about swimming when I reached Ber- 
muda, but I bad practiced every day, 
and I was determined to do or die. 


"The warships were playing their 


searchlights all over the bothers, but I 
.was out of their range. I mado out 
along a point of land ns far as I could 
go and then struck out across the bay 
to the opposite shore, where I saw a 
clump of bushes. To get there I had 
to pass close to the warships to keep 
out of the range of the searchlights. 


"To make matters worse, a small 


school o£ porpoises were in the bay dis- 
porting themselves. They, too, were 
dodging here and there, attracted by 
the light, but swimming out of it the 
moment it flashed over them. Half a 
dozen times I was struck by these por- 
poises, and two of them fairly lifted 
me into the air. They slid under and 
just hoisted me. Bach time I thought 
I was gone. A score of times I felt 
sure I had been seen. Had it not been 
for the canvas bag, which remained 
comparatively water tight, I should 
have gone down. It buoyed me up. 


"I crawk-d, half dead, up among the 


bushes after a swim of more than three 
miles. I Jiad been more than four 
hours in tJie water. 
After resting I 


donned my clothing and cautiously 
made my way along shore. 


"In tbe aamitwilight I saw a couple 


of negroes bailing out an old bateau. 
I approached them cautiously. They 
took me for a ghost at first, but, on be- 
ing nssure-.l. listeped to me with groat 
attention. They consented to take me 
across to Hamilton, where I wanted to 
reach tbe Quebec liner for New York, 
»nd early OD Saturday morning I was 
landed on the breakwater near which 
the Trinidad was lying. I watched 
my chance and slipped on board When 
no one was looking and, making my 
way to tbe firerooms, entered one of 
the coal bunkers and climbed to the 
top of tbe black, grimy pile. 


"With me I bad six eggs which I had 


secured. No matter who gave them to 
ome. I had them, and on this food I de- 
pended for the three days I knew the 
trip would take. I ate one of the eggs 
that day. How the time passed in tho 
grimy hole I cannot tell you. Part of 
the time I was In a sort of stupor. I 
grew weaker every day. My last egg 
was gone on Sunday night and all day 
Monday I had nothing to eat or drink. 
My thirst was terrible. 


"On Monday night I felt that I could 


stand It no longer. 1 heard two stole- 
ers talking in German. I made up my 
mind they would be friendly. I bad 
reached a point wheie I did not care 
much anyhow. I slid down to the bot- 
tom of the heap, and one of tbe men 
eaw me wcen*n"e came to Btofce coal. 
He called out to me, nnd I crawled out 
and tried to stand, but could not. They 
gav« me food. I could not eat It 1 
was part eating somehow. I Jnst felt 
tbat death only would relieve m«. 


"They carried •• me to a room below 


somewhere and} laid me in a bunk.

myself, and I painfully 
tried to clea&aona ofvtbe Boot and coal 
dust that bu4 £&5» ground Itself into 
my flesh. The bath helped me, and in 
the morning r ws* abtato eat a Itttle. 


"Then I learned that the Trinidad 


was a British ship. I had not known 
It beXore for certain. My heart sank, 
but the men reassured me. They told 
me they would have to tell Captain 
Fraser, and they did. I was brought 
before him, but to my surprise he was 
not unkind to me. He gave me cloth- 
Ing, 
and I was able to dress in clean 


garments again. He also gave me most 
nourishing food. 


"On arrival here I was turned over 


to the immigration authorities, and to 
my surprise I was teld there was a 
question if I wouM^e allowed to land. 
I hope that all my sufferings are not 
for naught." 


The wan face of Duplooy brightened 


when he beard of the efforts being 
made for his release. He Is more than 
six feet tall, this fighter under Cronje, 
but slender as any youth. He Is little 
inore than a youth, for he is Just 24. 
His features are regular, his complex-

Vor KidiTi Treasure. 


The entire population of Money is- 


land, one of the Thimble group, which 
lies a mile and a half offshore, are dig- 
ging up tho shores of the island in 
quest of treasure believed to have been 
buried by old buccaneer Captain Kidd, 
says a dispatch from Stony Creek, 
Conn., to the Philadelphia Press. 


Mike Luchia, for 30 years a sailor,

Chemist Discover* a Proc- 


ess Tbat 'Will Enrich. Him. 


Walter Voorhees, a chemist of Buch- 


anan, near Eenton Harbor, Mich., has 
discovered a process of making large 
and beautiful pearls from the most 
common clam shells, says the Chicago 
J2ecord-Herald. He has been experi- 
menting with the clams for years, and 
the wonderful discovery, which prom- 
ises to make him Immensely wealthy, 
Is the result. 


Mr. Voorhees was In Benton Harbor 


recently and exhibited some of the 
pearls he has developed in clams found 
In the bed of the St Joseph river. They 
are as perfect as any ever seen at Ben- 
ton Harbor and would probably bring 
a high price. 


Voorhees' process lies In Inserting a 


small, hard substance in a certain part 
of tbe clam and then returning it to 
the water. Here the clam remains for 
from three to five years, when it is W 
moved and the pearl extracted. The 
chemist naturally refuses to divulge 
the full particulars of the remarkable 
discovery made by him. He has at 
present over 2,000 clams which he hag 
treated and expects soon to have 8,000.

them in the southwest, the Youngers— 
Cole, James and Bob—with Jesse and 
Frank James, raided a bonk at North- 
field, Minn. In this attempt, which 
proved fruitless, the cashier and sever- 
al citizens who attempted to interfere 
with the robbery were shot to death 
by the bandits. Th& hue and cry was 
started, and the Younger boys were 
finally captured. The James boys suc- 
ceeded In getting away after a running 
fight extending over several states and 
took refuge in Mexico, where they re- 
mained in hiding for some time. The 
Younger boys were immediately placed 
on trial, pleaded guilty and were sen- 
tenced to the SOllwater penitentiary 
for life. Bob died in prison, and Cole 
and Jim wore the stripes until the oth- 
er day. 


Jesse James was assassinated a few 


years later by Bob Ford, a member of 
his gang, and his brother Frank short- 
ly afterward surrendered to the Mis- 
souri authorities, and to him was grant- 
ed a pardon by then Governor Critten- 
den, who, rightly or wrongly, had al- 
ways been blamed for the assassination 
of Jesse. By the terms of the parole 
the Youngers must remain in MJnneso- 
ta and report at stated intervals to the 
authorities. Frank James, the last of 
these noted bandits, is an employee of 
the Delmar race track. At the last ses- 
sion of the legislature be was a candi- 
date for doorkeeper, but was turned 
down by his friends.

That is what everybody on Staten Is- 
land Bays M be looks at the giant 
smokestack over on the other side of 
tbe Kill von KulL This la a phrase that 
takes people's fancy and was given out 
by Colonel Robert M. Thompson, pres- 
ident of the Orford Copper company, 
the works of which spread over Con- 
stable Hook, N. J., and keep rodhot 
furnaces going day and night and em- 
ploy hundreds of men who are pictur- 
esque in their grime and have given 
up all idea of ever being clean or look- 
Ing cool. 


Colonel Thompson's catcby descrip- 


tion of the mammoth chimney !s liter- 
ally true. The object was to build one 
60 nigh that the smoke and fames 
would be lifted up above the houses 
and bills of Staten Island and no lon- 
ger be the proverbial nuisance which 
has aroused so much talk and so little 
action among Staten Islanders. This 
•would have been accomplished by 300 
feet, they say, but -they put on the ex- 
tra 65 to round out the calendar num- 
ber and to make it one of the highest 
chimneys ever built 


On the last day of the work, before 


the elevator inside, a plain platform 
bung on chains and rods, was removed 
at noon, a representative of The Staten 
Islander went up to the top to look 
round. Also on this trip was Mrs. Au* 
gustus Acker, wife of Judge Acker, 
and her two charming daughters. Tha 
gloomy ride up inside the darlt walls 
of that 305 feet and the swift glide 
down, to say nothing of the dizzy 
height at the top from which Greater 
New York and the Jersey towns seem 
merged in & 'misty chlaroscura of 
blrdseye landscape, might well have 
appalled the feminine heart, but the 
three ladies passed the ordeal with no 
apparent sign of nervousness and high- 
ly enjoyed tbe unique and DOW impos- 
eible experience. 


The erection of such a heavy build- 


ing on the marshy ground was a very 
difficult undertaking, and tbe founda- 
tion had to be constructed with the ut- 
most care,. Work was begun on Nov. 
1 last year, when a hole was dug 45 
feet square and 15 feet deep, reaching 
several feet below the lowest level of 
tide water. Large pumps were con- 
stantly at work keeping the water out, 
and over tbe entire bottom of the ex- 
cavation were driven piles as close aa 
possible and as deep as possible. About 
£00 piles were used. Tbe ends were 
trimmed off about a foot above tbe 
bottom of the ercavatlon, and concrete 
of the best quality was'filled in up to 
the level of the ground. The brick- 
work was then started 30 feet square 
for a height of 30 feet, with a round 
hole in tho center 16 feet in diameter, 
leaving the wall at the narrowest part 
seven feet thick. On top of this cub* 
Is erected the chimney proper, built of 
special radial hollow brick under the 
patents of the Custodis Chimney Con- 
struction company. 
This column la 


round, with an outside diameter of 30 
feet at the bottom and 12 feet at the 
top. The Inside diameter is 16 feet at 
the bottom and 10 feet at the top. All 
tbe furnaces of the Orford Copper com- 
pany are to be connected with this 
•tack, and the smoke will never be no- 
ticeable at the surface. 


The company, which is the largest 


nickel producer in the world, is burn- 
ing on an average 300 tons of coke and 
coal a day, and tbe smoke made a fog 
over the Kill von Kull which in cold 
and damp weather made navigation, 
difficult. It is partly with a view of 
obviating this trouble that the compa- 
ny has gone to the expense of erecting 
tbe stack, which cost over $50,000. 
The Custodis Chimney Construction 
company has been in the business iu 
Europe for the last 20 to 25 years and 
has erected hundreds of stacks in dif- 
ferent countries. This is, however, the 
highest one it has ever built. 


It is said that this smokestack welgha 


about 22,000 tons. It will be fed by 
four great flues leading from the three 
great furnaces of the works. The flues 
are eight feet in diameter, and the 
longest carries the smoke 275 feet un- 
derground from tbe refining furnaces. 
Two flues, each 200 feet long, come 
from the cupolas, or blast furnaces, 
and the fourth conveys the smoke 
from the calcining furnace. 


There Is %uch a wind at the top, even 


In calm weather, that the draft is 
something tremendous, and the heav- 
iest smoke will not be able to resist it 
Out it must come and up above all, cre- 
ation, and it Is tbe fervid hope of the 
long suffering Staten Islanders that it 
will stay there and float off in loftv 
clouds and no more come down to 
choke the throats and blind tbe eyes 
end wither tbe foliage of the bous*»- 
liolder. Lightning rods run up tho out- 
side.

A ROYAL ROMANCE? 


Lord Roiebery and HI* Bride to Be 


Have Been Lone In Love. 


The marriage of the widowed Ducb.-1 


ess of Albany, who Is engaged to the 
bereaved Earl of Rosebery, would have 
taken place long ago had not the queen 
sternly declined to countenance the 
union, says the New York World. Vic- 
toria believed that widows should not 
marry again, and in this particular in- 
stance she felt that the marriage of the 
duchess would be an act of unfaithful- 
ness to the memory of her dead son. 


So strongly did her majesty Insist 


upon the most rigid conduct that dur- 
ing the 17 years that have elapsed sinco 
the death of Prince Leopold, duke of 
Albany, the duchess has eschewed so- 
ciety and has devoted her life to the 
rearing of her son and daughter to sci- 
ence and to good works. She invented 
a peculiarly shaped school seat, for 
which she received a gold medal and 
•which is now in general use. 


In the midst of her studies, her 


schemes for charity and social reforms, 
she found time to become Interested in 
the eminent earl, who when a boy had 
once said that he had three ambitions— 
to become prime minister, to win the 
Derby and to marry the richest heiress 
in England—all of which he accom- 
plished. She even made a mild attempt 
to win the queen over to consent to 
their marriage. The qneen would not 
hear of it, and as the duchess was de- 
pendent upon an allowance made 
through her mother-in-law's will and 
did not wish to mortally offend her, as 
ehe knew she would if she married 
again, she resigned herself to the inevi- 
table. 


All Is plain sailing now. As Prince of 


"Wales the present king was always on 
terms of closest intimacy with the Earl 
of Rosebery." Within the last few days 
the king recalled the earl from the con- 
tinent to offer to him, It Is conjectured, 
the premiership, which many believe 
Loid Salisbury is about to give up. 


The announcement that the Duchess 


of Albany is to accompany her sover- 
eign and brother-in-law to Scotland 
following so fast upon the report that 
' Rosebery is to again take the reins of 
state, makes it appear certain that the 
king Intends to see that the long de- 
ferred marriage is carried out within a 
short time. 


Lord Rosebery married Hannah, the 


only daughter of the enormously 
wealthy Baron Meyer Amsehel de 
Rothschild, by whom he had four chil- 
dren, all still living. The Duchess of 
Albany is the youngest daughter of the 
Prince of Waldeck-Pyrmont, a German 
princeling, with no wealth to speak of. 
Her marriage to Prince Leopold was a 
love match. Lord Rosebery is 54 years 
old. The Duchess of Albany is 40.

DESERTERS' REMARKABLE FEATS. 


Device* of BritUIi Soldier* to Es- 


cape From tbe Army. 


To desert from either the army or the 


navy is not the easiest thing in the world, 
and even'When accomplished the culprit 
lives in daily fear of being recaptured 
and sentenced to a heavy term of impris- 
onment. Therefore the devices employed 
by some deserters are as ingenious as 
they are exciting, although they cannot 
be said to be always crowned with sue- 
"cess. For sheer audacity the case of an 
Irish soldier who deserted in a south 
coast town some years ago would be hard 
to beat Just at that time a number of 
desertions had occurred in. the neighbor- 
hood, and the authorities were therefore 
unusually sharp to prevent further of- 
fenses of this nature. But the man in 
question was dissatisfied with soldiering 
and, having a number of friends in the 
town who were disposed to help him acd 
being possessed of an unusually large 
modicum of pluck, resolved to delay his 
return to civil life no longer. 


One morning early he slipped out of 


barracks and made iis way to a friend's 
house without being seen. Arriving there. 
he shaved off his mustache and, donning 
a policeman's uniform, boldly promenad- 
ed the main streets of the town. He was 
of course missed in barracks and knew 
that the surrounding country was being 
scoured in the hopes of finding him. On 
one occasion his sergeant came up to 
him and asked him if he bad seen or 
heard anything of the missing man, and 
he of course replied that lie had not, but 
he would keep bis eyes open! For more 
than a fortnight he preserved his dis- 
guise without it being penetrated even by 
the police themselves, and he then calmly 
left tbe town when the hue and cry had 
subsided somewhat Nevertheless his en- 
terprise came to naught, for be was ar- 
rested in trying to work his passage back 
to Ireland. 


Scarcely less audacious was the ruse 


employed by another dissatisfied son of 
Mars, and in this case likewise it proved 
futile.
